The itates of Holland and Weft Friefland 
on Tue(day right lait came co the following 
redo lutions : 1. to annul the refolations 
by which the fladtholder had been fufpend- 
ed from exercifing his charges 2. to invite 
his hizhnefs to repair to the Hogue.
